poſe know ; that an ingenuous 'ahd rightly ſpirited 
People ſhould and will raiſe up their Joy and Thank- 
fulnes' ro & lofty pitch, a very high degree, for the 
Salvation of their Prince, when it 1s accompanied and 
cloathed with ſuch Circumſtances as thele : 


Firf#, When 'the Prince /hath been the \means of 
their Szlvation, when-he that!is now their King-was 
before their Saviour ; when he is'not only their Go- 
vernour, but their Redeemer and Deliverer alſo ; when 
that Crown which now he wears upon his Head, was 
placed there by the Hands of ' an engaged and grateful 
People, - as'a Reward due to-him for-rhe:ſpecial-Kind- 
neſs he had ſhewn them, and' the'entineht Service: he 
had done them : and when the'Royal Scepter which 
he now ſways, was by them pur into his hand as/an 
Acknowledgement of his having drawn his Sword in 
thejr *Quatrel, and for their-Defence, 

Whatever: ſome Sons-of Diſcontent ;do' mutter, -we 
cannot but know how'fad and'doleful! our- Condition 
was, and what a black Cloud fate upon the face. of 
Thiogs among us, when he was byra gracious and 
compaſſionate God ſent in to\ourRelief. You can- 
not fo ſoon forget what! a Mahinude- of -perplexing 
Thobphts' crowded*in apon\ you,” what Fears did fill 
your Mitids,-#nd that you were- in your own- Eyes 
an Undone People, when the Wicked did walk: on <- 
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very fide, and-the vileſtMen- exalted, and the Pow. 
&t for moſt 'part put-into/the hangs of thoſe who were 
Enemies/to you atid your, Religion. You, know, how 
Religion was 'difeountenanced ; Sobriety it ſelf ridi- 
cul'a ; Prophaneneſs/ tolerated and encouraged , the 
Flood-gates of Wickednelſs and, Debauchery drawn up ; 
che Edge-of Penal-Laws whet, ſharpned, and turn'd 
againſt the beſt of Men, who'were peaceable in the 
Land, and deſerved! not only Protection, but Promo- 
tion alſo, How-did the Antichriſtian BE As T lift 
up his Horn among-us ; the old rotten Whore en- 
deavour'd to intoxicate all Ranks of Perſons by her 
Golden Cup of Fornication ; and the Locuſts that 
came out of the bottomleſs Pits, {warmed among us. 
Were not Popiſh Schools eretted for the corrupti 

of our Youth ? and a wide Door ſet open in their 
Aſſemblies for the imrecugny Dodtrines of Devils, 
and ſetting up Idolatrous Worſhip, which God's Soul 
abhors? In ſhort, we were upon the very Brink of 
Ruine,' in the Jaws of Death, and the heavy Iron 
Yoak of Arbitrary Governmeat, Popery and Slavery 
almoſt bound upon our Neck ; after which we muſt 
have gone bowed down to the Grave. This was the 
Time, this our Condition, when our deareſt and moſt 
renowned King was pleaſed to interpoſe, and make a

World (Hiſtory acquaints us with them,) that have 
been ſhrivel'd and confined' to themſelves, altogether 
(wallowed up of themſelves , though they miſtook 
their Way, and miſt their End, undoing themſelves in 
a fond, fooliſh, and unlawful ſeeking of themſelves. 
How many have there been that did reach at,” and 
would graſp all in their own Fiſts; they would make 
Prerogative' to command Law, and devour Property ; 
as if the King were the only Figure in a Land, and 
all the Subjeas muſt ſtand tor no more than ſo ma- 
ny Cyphers : Or as if the People were made only for 
the King, and the King not at all for the People ; 
whereas there ought to be a Reciprocation of Kind- 
neſs between them; the King ſtudying and ſeeking 
the Peace, Proſperity, and Comfort of the People ; 
and they again contributing freely, chearfully to the 
Honour of the King. But there have been” Princes 
wholly immerſt, drown'd in the Pleaſures of a-Courr,. 
as if the gratifying of a ſenſual Appetite, and fulfillin 
brutiſh Luſts did better become them, and more lou 
. ly proclaim. their Greatneſs, than a due and Paternal 
Care of the Body Politick would' do. And without 
all peradventure that muſt of neceſſity be a very fick-- 
ly, conſumptive, and Janguiſhing, Body, which hath 
ſuch an Head, and whoſe Phy fician is its worſt Diſeaſe.
